Turn in your Bible, please, to 
the eighth verse of the sixth chap- 
ter of Isaiah. “Also I heard the 
voice of the Lord, saying, Whom 
shall I send, and who will go for 
us? Then said I, Here am I; send 
me.” 


All this week the Holy Spirit 
has kept me, held me to the eighth 
verse for today, and over and over 
this verse has been before me, and 
I dare not be disobedient. Woe is 
me if I preach from any other 
verse of Scripture today than 
Isaiah 6:8. Here is the setting. 
Isaiah, Jehovah’s prophet, was 
elected and commissioned not only 
to foretell but to forthtell. He was 
Jehovah’s mouthpiece to call Is- 
rael, a sinful nation, back unto 
a place of fellowship and bless- 
ing. In chapters 1 to 5 God gave 
Isaiah a picture of Israel’s sinful 
condition, a people laden with in- 
iquity. I can just. read between 
the lines that when that picture 
was given to Isaiah, Isaiah said 
in so many words, ‘Lord, I am 
not capable of calling this sinful 
nation back to Thyself. I myself 
need to be cleansed and recommis- 
sioned to do the fob. I need to be 
re-empowered to speak and to 
have the unction of the Holy Spir- 
it. -And so we have this set- 
ting in the sixth chapter that we 
will speak upon in just a few 
moments. 

This eighth’ verse is God’s call 


for men and women to become 
bearers of His Word to the ends 
of the earth. 


The Need for Workers 


You have heard this. It has 
been stated over the air and from 
the pulpits thousands of times. But 
Peter says we must often be pyt 
in remembrance. Listen: the heath- 
en are perishing. I am not speak- 
ing of the men so much down in 
the steaming jungles of the Dark 
Continent as I am of the heathen 
right here in Long Beach and 
California and America. And every 
person outside of Jesus Christ is a 
rebel and a heathen in God’s sight. 
Search your Bible from Genesis 
to Revelation and you can find but 
one way of salvation for any man 
outside of Christ. There is but one 
name given under Heaven among 
men whereby they must be saved. 
And that name is none other than 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 


In the tenth chapter of Romans 
we find these words: ‘Whosoever 
believeth on Him shall not be 
ashamed,” and then the thirteenth 
verse, “For whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord shall be 
saved.” But now notice the prac- 
tical question, and I am putting it 
right up to you: “How then shall 
they call on him in whom they 
have not believed? and how shall 
they believe in Him of whom they 
have not heard? and how shall 
they hear without a preacher?” 
“Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God.” And 
since there is no other way of 
salvation except through Christ, 
how are they to be saved unless 
men and women pour out their 
lives and become vessels to carry 
the water of life to dying men and 
women ? God has no other plan and 
God needs messengers. The fields 
are white but the laborers are 
few. And here ig a call plain and 
simple: “‘Whom shall I send, and 
who will go for us?” Thank God

Now im the first chapter of the 
Gospel of John, we will read two 
verses: John 1:11, 12: 


“He came unto his own, and his 
own received him not. But as many 
ag received him, to them gave he 
power to become the song of God, 
even to them that believe on his 
name.” 

You Belong to Jesus Christ 

Jesus came to His own. Do you 
boys and girls realize you belong 
to Jesus? He made you. You don’t 
belong to yourself; you belong to 
Jesus. When Jesus came into the 
world, He came to His own world, 
the world that He had made. He 
came to people whom He had made. 
Remember He was with the Father 
in Heaven long before the world 
began, and He and the Father 
planned that He should be born 
into the world and that He should 
live here as a man. So when Jesus 
came to this world, it was His 
own world, the world He had 


made. The people who were here 
were people He had made. He had 
been giving them every breath 
they drew. When they went to 
sleep, He kept their hearts beat- 


ing. And yet when He came to 
His own world and His own people, 
His own people did not receive 
Him, 

Some people say, “Well, Brother 
Rice, I thought that meant Is- 
raelites.” It meant everybody in 
the world. Jesus made you as much 
as He made anybody, and s0 
He came to you as much as He 
came to anybody. And if you have- 
n't received Him, that verse is 
about you.

God Has the Answer for 
People in Trouble 


God came to Moses and said to 
him, ‘Your brethren in Egypt are 
in trouble.’ Say, is it nothing to 
you that this world is in trouble? 
There has never been a _ time 
when there was so much trouble 
as now. There is not a place on 
God’s earth tonight where there 
are not broken hearts. There 
has always been trouble in the 
world, but it was never so univer- 
sal as now. You cannot go. any- 
where that you do not find dis- 
tress among people. There is un- 
certainty; there is a sense of fear 
and a peculiar disturbed attitude 
toward life. I said in a service 
recently that my heart goes out 
tc young people. I am sorry for 
young. people in this generation. 
People have always said, “Oh, the 
wonderful opportunities that 
young people have!” Well, the 
young people of this generation 
are living in a wonderful age, 
but a dangerous age. When 1 
stand on the platform in chapel 
and look at the young people in 
our college my heart goes out to 
them. They do not know what 
is ahead of them. They do not 
know what the future holds. 
When I was a boy all we said 
was that we would get ready for 
the future, but young people do not 
know what to get ready for now. 
The scenes of nations are shift- 
ing. There is uncertainty and un- 
rest everywhere. Everybody is 
disturbed. It is a chaotic, terrible 
world that we are living in. Aren't 
you disturbed about it? I do not 
see how people could fail to be 
interested. I watch the crowds 
go down the streets and they pull 
on my heart. I see them crowd- 
ing into the cocktail lounges in 
our hotels, see women coming out 
with a cigarette in one hand and 
a glass of whiskey in the other. 
My, my what a world it is! 

I think of the broken homes in 
this country. Not long ago I went 
diagonally across this continent 
from Seattle to Florida. I would 
watch through the train windows 
and count the homes. At that 
time every seventh home in 
America was broken by divorce. 
Now it is worse than that—-now 
it is about every fifth home. [It 
is a terrible world we are living 
in. These are terrible conditions. 
The old standards have been torn 
down and there is uncertainty and 
disturbance and unrest and fear. 
What a world! What a tragic, 
bloody, horrible world we are liv- 
ing in! Are you disturbed about 
it? Are you concerned about it? 
Is # nothing to you that the 
hearts of men are breaking?

When this

This sermon was 
taken down and will be published 
in The Sword of the Lord, God 
willing. About twenty-four came 
forward to accept Christ as Sa- 
viour, and the remarkable and 
happy thing is that about twelve 
or fifteen of them were Catho- 
lics. They had been interested be- 
cause I was to read all my Scrip- 
tures from the Catholic Confra-

for the record that Isaiah said, 
“Here am I; send me.” 


I received a telegram just a few 
days ago from Mexico in which the 
Wycliffe Bible Translators sent 
out this urgent call that by June 
1 they need 124 workers, 40 more 
translators and 20 more for tribes 
and dialects in Mexico. Peru needs 
25 more translators. Siberia needs 
10 more pioneer preachers to go 
to Siberian tribes. That is just one 
illustration out of hundreds that 
e@uld be used. Yet over against 
this need are these words coming 
from the heart of God—listen— 
“Whom shall I send?” 


God is looking over humanity, 
trying to find a man or a woman 
who is willing to give his life into 
full-time service. He said, ‘After I 
have done all that I could, I love 
the world so much that I will give 
my only begotten Son. I will send 
Him.’ And now for two thousand 
years the world is still unevangel- 
ized. “Whom shall I send?” All 
things are ready. The table is lad- 
en. God is willing to place a wed- 
ding garment upon you. Oh, who 
will get the vision? Who will go 
out and pour out and lay down his 
life for the Master? 


I want to tell you that the old 
ship of this world is fast sinking. 
The storms are beating upon it, 
and it is about ready to go down 
wnder the waves. This is about the 
end of man’s day, when the god of 
this age, Satan, shall have his hold 
on the affairs of men. 

There is a little lifeboat of sal- 
vation alongside the sinking ship, 
but the strange part of it is that 
Mt is hard to find men to man the 
lifeboat. 


The Eternal Christ Calling 

Notice, “Who will go for us?” 
That little word “us” is as though 
the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Spirit—the Trinity—are back of 
this plea, viewing the world in the 
awful state that it is. “Who will 
go for us?” 

First of all, I want you to see 
the vision that Isaiah had of the 
Lord’s glory, His supreme glory, 
bigh and lifted up above all prin- 
eipalities, powers and might. Lis- 
ten to verse 1: “I saw also the 
Lord sitting upon a throne.” I was 
meditating upon that, and I said 
to myself, He was seated there be- 
fore the incarnation. He left that 
giory for a short period, but He is 
mow back seated by the right hand 
of the Father. He has watched the 
nations. The glory of Egypt and of 
the Pharaohs he saw vanish away. 
He has seen the glory of Babylon 
amd Nebuchadnezzar, the proud 
king, saying, ‘Look at the great 
eity I have built.’ Babylon has 
sa to the dust. He has watched 

edia-Persia and the glorious days 
of Greece come to the high-water 
Mark and pass off the scene, and 
fhe Roman government. He saw a 
painter and paper hanger named 
Hitler come upon the scene. He 
Ras been upon the throne seated 
im all of His calmness and glory 
and beauty. Thank God, today I 
gerve a living, seated Christ, and 
He is above all thrones supreme, 
the eterna] One. Today He is call- 
Ing, “Whom shall I send?” 


Isaiah’s Preparation for 
rvice 

I want you to see Isaiah’s prepa- 
pation. First, of his confession of 
gin. I see it here in this sixth 
ehapter. As he saw the vision and 
the glory of the Lord and the 
holiness of God, he said, “Woe is 
me! for I am undone; because I 
@m &@ man of unclean lips, and I 
@well in the midst of a people of 
unclean lips: for mine eyes have 
geen the King.” If you want a pic- 
ture that will spoil you for the 
world, get a picture of the risen 
Christ. You remember Pau] on.the 
road to Damascus saw a light 
above the brightness of the desert 
gun of the risen Christ, and for 
three days and three nights he was 
in Damascus blinded. Everything 
was shut out because of the 
brightness of that light. How 
beautiful of Ananias to go, though 
fearful of going, to speak to Paul. 
But finally he went and said, 
“Brother Saul”’—a brother though 
formerly a murderer. 

Here is Isaiah’s confession of 
Sin. He ig a chosen prophet; , he 


had his heart cleansed. He was in 
a position of relationship, but 
Isaiah realized that before a pro- 
phet could use his own lips to 
speak forth the words in power 
that the very instrument of the 
prophet’s office must be cleansed. 
Then he said, “I dwel] in the 
midst of a people of unclean 
lips.” 

Do you know our trouble, the 
thing that is holding back reviv- 
al? Let me tell you. We have be- 
come so accustomed to sin on all 
sides. The Bible says, “Abhor that 
which is evil,’’ and we have become 
casehardened, not realizing what 
it means, this awful thing called 
sin. And one thing that a vision 
of the high and mighty One will 
do is that it will give you a pic- 
ture of the awfulness of sin. You 
can hardly walk down the street 
without hearing His name taken in 
vain. You see drunkenness and 
immorality and no concern for the 
things of God and the fact that 
there is judgment ahead ang eter- 
nal separation for those who die in 
their sins. 


Oh, Isaiah was bowed down! It 
is hard to confess your need be- 
fore God, but he said, “Woe is 
me! for I am undone.” You know 
the story. Then the seraphim took 
a live coal from off the altar, the 
sacrifice speaking of the cross of 
Christ, and came and touched 
Isaiah’s lips. Now wil] you notice 
it? “And he laid it upon my 
mouth.” Two things happened. 
“Thine iniquity is taken away, and 
thy sin purged.” You remember on 
the day of atonement the great 
priest would take the blood of a 
goat into the holy place, and there 
the sins of Israel were covered for 
another year. Then coming out he 
would place his hands upon the 
head of the live goat and confess 
over that live goat the sins of 
Israel. Then a man prepared would 
take the goat into the wilderness 
and that goat never returned. The 
sins were taken away. The iniquity 
of Israel was taken away. 


God Sends the Surrendered, 
Cleansed Isaiah 

When a man is prepared as 
Isaiah was prepared, it will not 
be long before he receives a 
commission. Moses was back in the 
desert before he delivereg Israel 
from Egypt under God’s hand and 
direction. He spent forty years 
in the desert. He had to learn 
about the paths of the desert and 
the desert moods, and be hardened 
against the desert sands and the 
desert heat. Paul had to spend 
three years back in Arabia where 
he learned some of the deep things 
of God so that he could write 
under the inspiration of the Spirit 
such epistles as Ephesians and 
Philippians and Colossians. When 
he was ready God pushed him 
forth, and Paul, coming to the end 
of his earthly race, said, “I have 
fought a good fight, I have finish- 
ed my course, I have kept the 
faith.” But listen, who is ready 
today for God to train you? Who 
is ready today to step out and 
say, “I am willing to be trained’? 
I want to tell you, it will not be 
long before God will commission 
you. 

You look out and see thousands 
of professing Christians feverishly 
working to get a little money 
ahead—the things of this life all 
pass away. They are trying to get 
rich, and are investing their lives 
in the fashions of this world, in 
things that will all pass away. 
Even some are ready to go to 
thersteaming jungles to get oil or 
gold or silver and precious stones. 
Of how much more we need young 
men ang women to go out and cap- 
tivate and capture the souls of 
men for eternity! 


One of my favorite verses is 
Ephesians 2:10. I have often spok- 
en of it. “For we are his workman- 
ship (handiwork), created in 
Christ Jesus unto good works, 
which God hath before ordained 
that we should walk in them.” 
Listen, young man, I am going to 
pass a little secret on to you to- 
day. It is this: before the founda- 
tion of the world, back in the 
eternity past, before the vast sun- 
beam ever shot across the 92 mil- 
lion miles to kiss Niagara Falls,

The house 
is burning, and the woman looks 
at the house and faints. The hose 
has to be turned on her while the 
house burns! Somebody is bleed- 
ing to death and a woman looks 
at the blood and faints, and you 
heve to give her the ice and let 
the poor fellow bleed. 
» It is bad enough for you Chris- 
tians not to help us; it is worse 
for you to be a burden to us, be- 
cause the world is bloody and the 
world is burning up. I don’t like 
this thing of Christians giving up 
in despair. 

I remember years ago down 
Scuth a friend of mine said, “Bob, 
one day I was sitting on the porch 


reading the morning paper. My 
little girl climbed up in a tree 
over a picket fence. I sat there 


and watched her. After a while 
she fell on the picket fence and 
stuck a paling right in her stom- 
ach. It was one of the most hor- 
rible sigrts you can imagine.” 

I said, “What did you do, Lee?” 

He said, “I threw my paper 
down and ran out to the fence, 
picked her up in my arms, pulled 
the picket out of her stomach and 
started to run to the hospital.

When you think of the 
trouble in the world, when you 
think of the disturbed conditions, 
when you think of how God's 
pecple everywhere are . being 
kicked around and scuffed about 
I want you to remember what a 
chance you have—what an oppor- 
tunity you have to walk up and 
down the streets and in and out 
among the people and show them 
what God can do for a man or 
woman who will trust Him, 

God said to Moses, ‘I want you 
to go down into Egypt and do 
something for My people.’ 

Moses said, ‘You’ have to 
excuse me, Lord. I have a past. 
You know I killed a fellow one 
time.’ Everybody has a past, Not 
long ago a woman came forward 
in a meeting and was converted. 
Somebody said, “She has a past.’ 

I said, “Everybody has a past.” 
Yours may be different from 
somebody else’s; but you listen to 
me, any sin that any sinner ever 
committed, every sinner could 
commit under proper provocation. 
Let me say it again: any sin that 
any sinner ever committed, every 
sinner could commit under proper 
provocation. We talk about peo- 
ple’s past. You have a past. I 
have a past. Where would you 
have been if you had not had 
about you some influences you 
have had about you? 


Moses had a past. He killed a 
man. He got ahead of God. I do 
not think Moses should have wor- 
ried about that. He did some- 
thing ahead of God. He did it 
the wrong way, but he was on the 
right side. Listen, if you let 
your past intimidate you, you 
will never go anywhere for God. 
A man said to me not long ago,

I said, “Listen, brother, you 
can remember that all that past 
is blotted out and covered by the 
blood of Jesus Christ.” I am so 
glad that God has e way of hid- 
ing sin behind His own back and 
putting it where He Himself can- 
not even see it. 

Moses said, ‘You will have to 
excuse me; I can’t go.’ 

‘What is the matter with you?’ 

‘I haven’t any ability.’ 

God is not looking for big men 
any more. If He is, He is up 
against it! This is the golden 
day for little people. What a day 
in which for u to live! We 
thought for a while that there 
was only one man in the United 
States big enough to be presi- 
dent. God let him die so another 
man could get in. I never shall 
forget when I found out that 
there were political conventions 
where just one man was nominat- 
ed. I said, “What an age to live 
in—when men are so scarce you 
ean't find but one fellow big 
enough to carry a party banner 
in a presidential election!” What 
a day you are living in. There are 
not many big people in the world. 
God is not looking for big people. 
God is looking for common people. 

I sat one time in a meeting in 
the city of Chicago and some- 
body said, “Oh, if we could get 
Mr. So and So—he is such a big 
man. Try to get him.” Listen, 
that is not God’s way. God says, 
‘I raise up the weak things of the 
earth to confound the mighty.’ 
We have the idea that if we can 
get some big man or rich man 
or powerful man, everything will 
be all right. Oh, everybody 


would give the man credit. When 


God gets a little man and that 
little man does a big job, every- 
body says, “God did it.” When 
Mr. Moody he:d his meetings in 
England Mr. Drummond said, 
“When I see yellow specks I al- 
ways look for a cause. I heard 
Mr. Moody preach and I could not 
explain the effect. There was 
not a cause to produce it. And I 
discovered that back of Moody 
was God.” God is not looking 
for big men. 

You say, “I haven’t any abil- 
ity.”” God Almighty has enough 
ability for you and Him, too, You 


_, furnish the surrendered life and 
— 
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God Almighty will furnish the 
ability! We are always looking 
tv the arm of flesh for something 
human and powerful and dynamic. 
Somebody says, “If we could just 
get the President to speak, If we 
could just get So and So to speak. 
I* Mr. So and So would just come 
out, what he couldn’t do!” God 
says, “I will pick up some little 
unknown fellow.” God always 
gets a joke off on these fellows— 
always, He is getting a joke off 
on America today in the Youth 
for Christ movement. .That thing 
just broke out and God raised up 
a bunch of kids to carry it on. 
I sat in a conference not long 
ago, and I said, “The glorious 
thing about. the Youth for Christ 
is that God Almighty has scores 
and scores of young fellows who 
can stand up and tell the story 
and get people saved.” We 
think, “Oh, if we could just get 
So and So.” Listen, what you 
need ig to get God Almighty in a 
thing. You hear people say, “Oh, 
if I had all the money I need!” I 
never shall forget one day when 
it dawned on me that in Bob 
Jones College I did not need 
money, when it dawned on me 
that what I needed was God. I 
never shall forget one day when 
I was sitting there and I said, 
“God is all we need. What we 
need is not money. If we have 
God, He has all the money we 
need.” 


You need God. That is what 
this campaign needs. That is 
what Chicago needs. You need 
the irresistible push of Omnipo- 
tence in your life. “I am not big 
enough”—when a man _ really 


means that when he says it he 
is just the sort of man God is 
looking for. I read in the Bible 
about a man named.Samson, I 
used to see pictures on the walls 
in Sunday Schoo! rooms of Sam- 
son—a great big giant standing 
there. I used to say, “I wish I 
were big like that. I wish ™ were 
that kind of athlete!” Samson 
did not look like that. If Sam- 
son had looked like that, people 
would not have been asking him 
where his strength was. Every- 
body would have known. Samson 
Was a little, anemic sort of fellow. 
When Samson would walk «down 
the street carrying a gate on his 
shoulders people would say, “Look 
at that little runt toting that 
gate! How does he do it!” 


I remember I was sitting on the 
porch of the hotel at Winona 
Lake, Indiana; one day. Some 
young fellow had just preached. 
He set that conference on fire. We 
doctors of divinity sat on the 
porch, and one of the number 
said, “You know, I don’t under- 
stand how the young man does it. 
He is nothing extraordinary. He 
is not so well educated. He hasn’t 
so much ability. He is not so 
eloquent. I wonder how he does 
it?” God still has a way of 
hiding power in the secret places 
of a surrendered life. That is 
what you need and that is what 
I need, that something that does 
the business and lets men won- 
der. When the disciples came 
along, people said, “How do 
those fellows do it? ‘They are un- 
learned men. How do they do 
it?” 


I remember I used to read a 


story in the Bible—and I always 
laugh about this. A man was 
riding along on a donkey, and God 
wanted somebody to preach a ser- 
mon. God said to the donkey, 
‘lI would like for you to do some- 
thing for m+.’ 


The donkey said, ‘What do you 
want me tc do?’ 


‘I want you to preach a ser- 
mon.’ 


The donkey said, ‘I can’t preach 
@ sermon. I have never been to 
a theological seminary. I have 
never had a college degree. I 
cannot preach a sermon. I can’t 
even talk. I do not kno#w how 
to use English or any other lan- 
guage. I can wake people up 
for You in the morning, but I 
can't talk. If I coild talk I would 
not know what to say.’ 


God said to the donkey, ‘I will 
write you a sermon.’ I have al- 
ways respected that donkey—he 
did say what God told him to 
say. That is more than you can 
say for some of these modernistic 
preachers. The donkey: said what 
Ged told him to say. Men and 
women, this is the day of Balaam’s 
ass. God Almighty is so hard 
pressed today that He will take 
anything He can’ get. This is 
your chance! This is a golden 
day for us ordinary people. When 
you and I get to Heaven we are 
going to find out that the biggest 
things that ever happened in this 
world depended upon such little 
things. 


I remember a few years ago 
I was in the city of Damascus 
outside the wall. My guide said 


to me, “Right along here is where 
Paul was let over the wall in a 
basket.”

When I get to 
Heaven I am going to ask Paul 
to introduce me to his friends, 
and I am going to find somebody 
on streets of gold with a crown 
shining like his crown.

She said, “Now get ready, chil-

Your parents will all be 
here, and we will have a good 
time.

and started ahead of the others— 
it runs me crazy when folks will 
not start. I cannot stand to see 
God’s business or anybody else’s 
business drag. I believe in start- 
ing and going through with the 
job. I have no patience with 
the slovenly, dragging way most 
01 us do God’s business. We have 
down at our college a _ vesper 
service on Sunday afternoon un- 
der the direction of the music 
and speech departments. We 
have to have two services to get 
the crowds in. We used to have 
a violin. I like the violin. Ay 
only objection to the thing is that 
it has to be tuned up at the last 
minute. They would bring this 
violin out to the piano and go ting, 
ting, ting, t-i-n-g.

We are not surprised 
that the violin cost five thousand 
dollars. It is marvelous. The 
seasoned tone is wonderful!”

How much 
money do you have in the bank? 
Think about it a minute. Would 
you sign your check in blank and 
let God fill it in and have any- 
thing He wants? 


“Oh...” you say. 


Wait a minute! What kind of a 
God do you serve? If you can 
trust Him ‘with your gsoul’s destiny 
for eternity, you can sign blank 
checks and lay them on His altar.

It took the North four years to 
free the slaves out of the South. 
It’ took Sherman's march to the 
sea. It took bloody battlefields. 
It took soldiers’ graves on hill- 
sides. It took legless men and 
armless men, But Moses went 
down to. Egypt to free slaves and 
all he had was an old stick that 
God Almighty had touched into 
power. When he got down there 
he went around to see Pharoah 
and said, ‘Pharoah, I would like 
to see you just a minute.’ And 
he was at home in that palace. 
He said, ‘I was sent down here 
to transact a little business. My 
brethren are here in slavery. I 
want to get them out.’ 

Pharoah said, ‘There is noth- 
ing doing.’ 

Moses said, ‘I will see you later. 
He went around there with that 
rod of God. Oh, how we need to 
see the miraculous again. Wouldn't 
you like once more to see God 
Almighty do something, and have. 
everybody know God did it? 
Moses took that rod, pointed it 
and frogs began to leap up. Peo- 
Ple said, ‘Look out! Look out!

You can have anything I 
have. I believe I mean it. Of 
course, I am awfully weak—we 
all are. We blunder around so 
much and make such a mess. We 
are so human, but I do want to 
give You everything I have. Oh, 
I believe we mean it tonight, 
Jesus. May none of us ever be 
the same after this hour. Maybe 
we have not long to work for 
You down here. Let the power 
of God come upon us. Send us 
ouf to talk to our loved ones with 
a new anointing, a new power. 
Help us to bring them to Christ. 
Help us to do personal work to- 
morrow. Help us to bring people 
to the service tomorrow night. 
Help us to do something for God. 
Oh, let things happen here; Lord.

But in the sec- 
ond chapter of Luke we are told 
that that is what happened when 
the Saviour was born.

But nobody had 
any room. There was no room in 
the inn or the hotel. There was no 
room in any private home.

But they didn’t 
care about it, and so nobody had 
any room. 

The Scripture says that Mary 
and Joseph went to a stable, and 
the Lord Jesus was born and laid 
in a manger because there was no 
room in the inn. Isn’t that a 
strange thing? What is wrong 
with this wofld that we have no 
room for Jesus today? Christmas 
time is coming on, boys and girls.

“For 
God so loved the world, that He 
gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him Should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” You see, God loves you. He 
gave His Son for you and me. 


Jackie Hunter and the Blood 
Transfusion 


I remember in Dallas, Texas, 
where I was pastor, a little boy 
six years old had been very sick. 
His name was Jackie Hunter, and 
he had pneumonia, His mother 
called me and said, “Brother Rice, 
we will have to have a _ blood 
transfusion for little Jackie, and I 
don't know of anybody whom we 
can get to give the blood. The doc- 
tor says he can’t get well, he 
fears, unless somebody can give 
him some blood.” You know, they 
take blood from one healthy per- 
son, if it. is the right type and 
put it into the veins of another 
person, and it makes that person 
stronger and he can get well. 


I said, “I will see what I can do.” 
And so Miss Lola Bradshaw, Miss 
Lillian Smith, the boy’s father, and 
I had our blood tested, and only 
mine would do. I said, “All right, 
I will go.” I went down to the 
hospital, and they brought little 
Jackie Hunter into the room— 
rolled him in on a stretrher with 
wheels on it. I took off my shirt 
and laid down on a table. They 
took a needle, and the nurse put 
alcoho] on the inside of my elbow. 
Then she put the needle in the 
vein. Then she put alcohol on lit- 
tle. Jackie’s arm and was about 
to put the needle in his arm. He 
said, “Mama, what are they going 
to do to me? Mama, make her 
stop.” The mother said to the 
nurse, “Wait a minute, Nurse.” 
Then she said, “Jackie, don’t cry. 
You will break Mother’s heart. 
il tell you what we are going 
to do. You are so weak and sick 
that you can’t get well, the doctor 
says, unless you have some more 
blood. And Daddy’s bloog would- 
n't do. And Miss Lola’s blood 
wouldn’t do, and Lillian Smith’s 
blood wouldn’t do. The only one 
whose blood we could get that 
would do was Brother Rice. And 
your pastor, Brother Rice, is going 
to give you some of his blood. 
They are going to put that tube 
fim his arm, and it will come from 
his body right into yours and you 
will get strong and well.” 

Little Jackie didn’t cry ang 
more. He didn’t fuss. They put 
the needle in his arm, and the doc- 
tor said, “Are you ready?” 

“All right,” the nurse said. 


And I could feel that blood puls- 
ing out as it pumped out of my 
veins and through the tube. The 
nurse looked at a little measuring 
device and said, “Twenty cubic 
eentimeters, Doctor,” and he check 
ed it on the other side. He helg 
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be little boy’s other hand and 
watched his face. The nurse said, 
“Twenty cubic centimeters more, 
Doctor.” “All right,” he said. Final- 
ly one nurse said, “Look at his 
eyes. They are looking better, 
and his cheeks are getting rosy. 
His lips instead of being so thin 
and blue—why they look natural 
now!” And the doctor said, “Yes, 
and if you could just feel the beat 
of his pulse here in his other wrist, 
you could tell this boy’s going to 
get well. We are going to save 
this boy.” After a while the nurse 
said, “That is 200 cubic centimet- 
ers, Doctor.” He said, “I think 
that is enough.” They stopped the 
foow of the blood from my arm 
to his and took the needles out of 
our arms and put on padding and 
wrapped them. And then after a 
while his mother said, “Don't for- 
get, Jackie; you must thank 
Brother Rice. Wasn’t he kind to 
give his bloog to save your life?” 
Jackie was ready to be rolled out 
of the hospital operating room into 
his room. As they rolled him out of 
the door, he said, “Good-bye, 
Brother Rice, you’re welcome.” He 
didn’t think to say, “Thank you.” 
He said, ““You’re welcome.”

Jesus died. And only His blood 
could pay for my Sins. I was a 
sinner. Of course I was. And so are 
you. So is everybody else. And 
the only hope in the world is to 
trust Jesus. He died for our sins, 
and the Bible says that “the blood 
of Jesus Christ his Son, cleanseth 
us from all sin.” 
What can wash away my sin? 


Nothing but the blood of Jesus. 
What can make me whole again? 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus. 

That is what the old song says. 
Do you boys and girls know what 
you need to do? Why, all you need 
to do is receive Jesus. 

Now, let’s come back to that 
text again. The Gospel of John, 
chapter 1, verse 12, “But as many 
as received him, to them gave He 
power to become the sons of 
God, even to them that believe on 
his name.” Are you ready to re- 
ceive Jesus? Al] right, just put 
your trust in Him. You would risk 
a doctor, wouldn't you, if you were 
sick? And if you had lots of 
money, yOu would put it in a bank 
and risk the bank, wouldn’t you? 
All right, now risk Jesus with your 
heart. Say, “All right, Jesus. You 
came into the world. Some people 
wouldn’t receive you, but I will. 
I want you to be my Saviour. I wil] 
trust you as my Saviour today. I 
will tell my mother that right 
now.” If I were you, I would 
do that, and then write a letter 
to Brother Epp, Back to the Bible 
Broadcast, P. O. Box 233, Lincoln, 
Nebraska, and say, “Brother Epp, 
today during your broadcast, I 
trusted Jesus; I receiveqd Him.
